Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: When read as a 
whole, claims 1, 8, and 9 are allowable with respect to the following limitations: 

With respect to claim 1 , the primary reason for allowance is the limitation of wherein said 
on-chip emulation device is contained entirely on-chip in combination with the limitation of an 
on-chip interface having a first port connected to said communication port of said on-chip 
emulation device and a second port for connection to a non-proprietary bus wherein said 
interface is operable to convert between a format suitable for said on-chip emulation device and 
a format suitable for said non-proprietary bus. 

With respect to claim 8, the primary reason for allowance is the limitation of wherein said 
on-chip emulation circuitry is contained entirely on-chip in combination with the limitation of 
interface circuitry disposed between a port of said on-chip emulation circuitry and a 
communication port for said signals, wherein said port is adapted to receive a non-proprietary 
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bus and wherein said non-proprietary bus is adapted to convey signals having a predetermined 
protocol. 

With respect to claim 9, the primary reason for allowance is the limitation of wherein said 
on-chip emulation circuitry is contained entirely on-chip in combination with the limitation of 
interface circuitry disposed between a port of said on-chip emulation circuitry and a 
communication port for said signals, wherein said port is adapted to receive a non-proprietary 
bus and wherein said non-proprietary bus is adapted to convey signals having a predetermined 
protocol.
